The  meeting  for  organi- 
zation of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  current  municipal 
year  was  held  in  the  Ad- 
ministration Building,  15 
Beacon  Street,  at  6:04  ip.  in. 

Present :  Messrs.  Eisen- 
stadt,  Gartland,  Mrs.  Louise 
Day  Hicks,  Messrs.  Lee  and 
O'Connor. 

The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  Mr.  Joseph  Lee. 

Mr.  Lee:  As  the  oldest 
member  here — that  is,  old- 
est in  terms  of  service  and 
having  at  the  earliest  date 
served  on  the  School  Com- 
mittee— under  the  rules  I 
am  presiding. 

Prominent  in  our  business 
today  is  choosing  a  Chair- 
man. But  even  before  that, 
we  must  choose  a  secretary 
pro  tern  and  then  identify 
ourselves  as  having  been 
duly  elected. 

You  perhaps  have  seen 
Mr.  Winter  who  is  sitting  on 
our  left  here.  Miss  Reynolds 
is  turning  her  position  as 
Secretary  of  the  School 
Committee  over  to  Mr.  Win- 
ter, Assistant  Secretary,  be- 
cause she  has  an  arm  in  a 
sling,  and  I  would  take  it 
that  it  would  be  in  order 
to  nominate  and  elect  Mr. 
Edward  J.  Winter  as  the 
Secretary  of  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Gartland:  So  move. 

Mr.  Lee:  It's  been  so 
moved.  There  is  no  objec- 
tion.

ADMINISTRATION  OF 
ANTI-COMMUNIST  OATH 

Mr.  Lee:  Now,  I  am  not 
sure  whether  our  procedure 
calls  for  this.  I  should  say 
the  State  law  calls  for  an 
oath  being  taken  to  the  ef- 
fect that  each  of  us  is  not 
a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party.  Do  you  know,  Mr. 
Winter,  if  that  is  so? 

Secretary:  Yes,  Mr.  Lee.  I 
have  the  cards  right  here 
that  are  to  be  sworn  to. 

Mr.  Lee:  This  requires 
merely  the  witness  of  a 
notary  public,  and  Mr. 
Burke,  our  Business  Man- 
ager, I  think,  has  said  that 
he  would  act  as  notary  pub- 
lic, and  perhaps  if  he'd  let 
us  take  this  oath  all  at  once 
rather  than  individually,  it 
will  save  time,  and  then  we 
could  each  sign  it;  take  it 
individually,  give  it  back  to 
you,  and  you  countersign. 

Secretary:  That  is  true 
Mr.  Lee. 


At  the  request  of  the 
Chairman,  the  Business 
Manager,  Mr.  Leo  J.  Burke, 
then  administered  to  the 
five  members  of  the  School 
Committee  the  Anti-Com- 
munist Oath  for  Employees 
of  the  School  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

ELECTION  OF 
CHAIRMAN 

Mr.  Lee:  Now,  gentlemen 
and  ladies,  I  might  ask  Mr. 
Winter  if  there  is  any  fur- 
ther step  that  needs  be 
taken  before  we  are  in  a 
position  to  elect  a  Chair- 
man, to  his  knowledge. 

Secretary:  No,  that  is 
all,  Mr.  Lee.  You  are  ready 
to  proceed. 

Mr.  Lee:  Well,  the  organ- 
ization meeting,  according 
to  our  rules,  calls  for  the 
election  of  a  Chairman,  and 
I  believe  that  a  regulation 
specifies  that  the  Secretary 
shall  call  the  roll  and  each 
member  shall  name  the 
person  for  whom  he  wants 
to  vote. 

On  the  other  hand,  it 
would  seem  to  me  that  if 
anybody  wants  to  make  a 
nominating  speech  or  speak 
a  word  in  behalf  of  this  or 
that  member,  I  will  certain- 
ly not  rule  him  out  of  order. 

I  will  just  wait  a  moment 
and  see  if  anybody  does 
want  to  put  names  in  nomi- 
nation. Otherwise  we  will 
just  proceed  to  call  the  roll. 

(Pause). 

Well,  I  would  say  we 
might  as  well  proceed  as  our 
regulations  specify  and  ask 
Mr.  Winter  to  call  the  roll, 
and  each  person  so  called 
will  give  the  name  of  the 
member  for  whom  he  wants 
to  vote. 

Will  you  proceed,  Mr. 
Winter? 

On  roll  call,  the  members 
as  their  names  were  called, 
respectively  voted  as  fol- 
lows : 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  Mr. 
Chairman,  it  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  cast  my  vote  for 
Mrs.  Louise  Day  Hicks. 

Mr.  Gartland:  I  will  vote 
for  my  ..elf. 

Mrs.  Hicks:  I  feel  it  in- 
cumbent upon  me  at  this 
time  to  cast  my  vote  for 
myself. 
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Mr.  O'Connor:   Mr.  Gart- 
land. 
Mr.  Lee:  Mr.  Lee. 

Mr.  Lee:  That  leaves  two 
votes  for  Mrs.  Hicks,  two 
votes  for  Mr.  Gartland,  and 
one  vote  for  myself — obvi- 
ously, no  election. 

I  take  it  the  same  names 
are  all  in  nomination  still. 
If  there  is  further  discus- 
sion, all  right.  If  there  isn't, 
Mr.  Winter  should  call  the 
roll  again. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt :  Mr.  Chair- 
man, in  view  of  the  fact 
that  perhaps  an  impasse 
may  arise,  I  feel  at  this 
time  an  additional  great 
pleasure  to  switch  my  vote 
and  cast  it  on  behalf  of  the 
Honorable  Joseph  Lee. 

Mr.  Gartland:  Mr.  Gart- 
land. 

Mrs.  Hicks:  I  feel  at  this 
time  that  we  actually  need 
for  our  leadership  as  Chair- 
man someone  who  is  most 
familiar  with  the  school 
system.  I,  therefore,  have 
the  pleasure  and  the  honor 
of  casting  my  vote  for  Mr. 
Lee. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  Mr.  Gart- 
land. 

Mr.  Lee:  Mr.  Lee. 


Mr.  Lee:  I  take  it  Mr.  Lee 
is  elected  as  Chairman  of 
the  present  School  Commit- 
tee. 

May  I  say  I  am  deeply 
appreciative  of  winning  elec- 
tion as  Chairman  of  this 
Committee.  Usually  at  this 
time  by  custom  at  least  and 
tradition  the  Chairman 
makes  a  statement  perhaps 
voicing  his  Lopes  for  the 
coming  year.  I  would  like  to 
do  that,  but  I  would  like  to 
say  that  I  would  also  be 
most  happy  directly  after 
that  if  any  other  member 
wishes  to  express  his  main 
views  or  pertinent  com- 
ments on  the  present  or  fu- 
ture. 

In  presenting  to  you  my 
thoughts,  I  want  to  say  I 
am  not  making  a  keynote 
address.  After  all,  I  am  not 
Chairman  of  a  political 
party  but  of  a  committee  of 
five  very  individual  minds, 
so  that  I  am  merely  trying 
to  present  my  own  best  view 
of  what  is  important  to  the 


School  Committee  at  this 
time  and  in  no  way  trying  to 
exclude  the  expression  of 
views  that  may  or  may  not 
be  different. 

I  suppose  it  might  be 
helpful  if  I  passed  out 
copies  of  what  I  have  in 
mind  here.  I  would  like  to 
speak  on  the  basis  I  have 
outlined,   gentlemen. 

Society  has  a  right  to 
protect  its  members.  The 
Constitution  of  Massachu- 
setts sets  up  education  for 
Massachusetts  people  as 
"being  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  their  rights 
and  liberties."  Society,  then, 
has  the  right  to  offer 
enough  money— to  persons 
who  will  teach— to  staff 
fully  all  levels  and  depart- 
ments of  our  school  system. 

But  this  right  had  been 
challenged.  For  four  years 
or  more,  a  particular  group 
within  our  schools,  engaged 
in  instructing  our  younger 
children,  but  led  by  resi- 
dents from  outside  Boston, 
had  claimed  the  right  to 
elect  to  the  Boston  School 
Committee  just  those  candi- 
dates who  were  pledged  in 
writing  to  give  higher  sal- 
aries to  their  particular 
group,  but  who  were  also 
pledged  in  writing  to  with- 
hold from  the  instructors  of 
our  older  children  —  less 
easily  obtainable— large 
enough  salaries  to  hire 
them. 

In  two  successive  elec- 
tions, up  to  this  one,  these 
organized  forces  were  suc- 
cessful in  electing  School 
Committees  completely  to 
their  liking  and  committed 
to  salaries  large  enough  to 
staff  one  segment  of  our 
School  System,  but  to  not 
offer  salaries  large  enough 
to  staff  another. 

Consequently,  in  one  sec- 
tion of  our  school  system  to- 
day, not  enough  trained 
teachers,  under  this  sawed- 
off  salary  policy,  have  been 
hired  to  anywhere  near  go 
around.  Almost  every  older 
boy  in  our  schools  is  now 
taught  during  some  part  of 
each  day  by  an  irregular  and 
unapproved  temporary 
teacher. 

Society,  then,  has  broken 
clown  in  Boston  to  the  ex- 
tent that  recent  School  Com- 
mittees   have    been    under 
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compulsion  not  to  offer  suf- 
ficient salary  to  engage 
teachers  for  our  more  for- 
bidding and  difficult  class- 
rooms. 

Thai  is  why  we  preside  in 
ilii  office  ai  ibis  table  on 
this  day  over  a  school  sys- 
tem which  does  not  even 
cany  out  I  be  function  of 
adequately  supplying  trained 
teachers  all  around. 

But  now  limes  are  chang- 
ing, and  a  new  and  very 
different  Committee  is  in  of- 
fice. Yel  the  new  Commit- 
tee is  still  faced,  as  its  No. 
1  problem,  with  the  legacy 
of  a  lack  of  teachers  in  our 
less  easily  filled  teaching 
posts. 

In  spite  of  these  setbacks, 
an  encouraging  look  at  the 
past  and  an  encouraging 
look  at  the  future  reveals 
that  the  dominant  forces  in 
our  schools  during  the  past 
four  years  did  make  some 
concessions  toward  higher 
pay  to  overcome  teacher 
shortages.  Higher  pay  was 
granted  to  the  proven,  ex- 
perienced teacher  in  his 
tenth  year  of  teaching— 
whom  otherwise  we  could 
scarcely  ha  /e  retained — 
than  to  the  more  easily  re- 
placed raw  recruit  in  his 
first  teaching  year.  Higher 
salaries  were  allowed  to  the 
harder-to-find  holder  of  a 
master's  degree  than  to  the 
easier-to-find  holder  of  a 
bachelor's  degree.  Extra 
pay  was  tolerated  for  the 
scarce  teachers  of  our  diffi- 
cult, r  et  a  r  d  e  d  children, 
where  a  teacher  shortage 
had  clearly  developed.  Also, 
1  he  maximum  pay  for  senior 
teachers  was  offered  to  a 
new  teacher  even  in  his  first 
year,  if  he  came  from  a  me- 
chanical trade  where  he  was 
already  earning  that  much 
—for  othei-wise  trade  teach- 
ers could  not  be  had  in  out- 
schools  at  all. 

Without  division  in  our 
School  Committee,  then,  and 
without  division  among  the 
generally  excellent  teachers 
in  our  school  system,  it  is 
my  hope  that  all  will  realize 
the  necessity  of  stretching 
out  the  good  of  the  past  and 
liberalizing  past  policies  to 
the  extent  of  offering  extra 
financial  encouragement  to 
teachers  who  will  have  the 
goodness  to  shift  over  from 
points  of  no  teacher  short- 


age, in  our  our  school  sys- 
tem, to  points  of  teacher 
shortage  where  replace- 
ments are  hard  to  find. 

In  short,  "e  must  pay 
enough  to  hire  and  hold 
trained  teachers  in  areas 
where  we   now   lack    them. 

However,  lest  my  judg- 
ment be  at  fault  or  at  vari- 
ance with  other  members  of 
this  new  committee,  I 
would  recommend  that  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment, 
bring  before  us  a  salary 
schedule,  evolved  from  their 
own  best  judgment,  which 
will  give  us  their  answer 
to  the  peril  of  continued 
teacher  shortages,  wherever 
thou  occur. 

We  stand  today  on  the 
brink  of  the  golden  age  of 
the  Boston  School  System — 
if  present  difficulties  can  be 
set  to  rights  and  t:  .  present 
ore  refined. 

Already  and  recently,  our 
courses  of  rtudy  for  all 
grades  have  been  revised 
and  modernized.  Now,  those 
first  revised  are  undergoing 
a  re-revision.  The  Boston 
schools  are  today  in  a  fer- 
ment of  re-evaluation  and 
redeployment. 

Their  one  main  defect — 
of  teacher  shortages  in  cer- 
tain areas — I  have  men- 
tioned. 

There  is  one  other  weak- 
ness. 

This  is  the  powerlessness 
of  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee (under  a  freak  stat- 
ute that  applies  to  no  other 
Massachusetts  city  or 
town)  to  raise  more  than 
%  of  the  money  it  operates 
on. 

We  must  beg  the  Mayor 
for  the  remaining  third. 

There  is  no  reason  why 
we  can't  have  the  best 
school  system  in  the  world. 
No  reason  but  this!  If  we 
cannot  accord  to  those  who 
serve  our  children  that  sin- 
cere form  of  thanks  called 
"dollars,"  which  they  can 
then  pass  on  to  others  to 
pull  the  good  things  of  life 
to  themselves,  we  cannot 
hope  to  rally  into  our  school 
service  the  personnel  it 
needs.  We  can't  jun  a  great 
school  system  with  money 
we  haven't  got. 

The  irony  of  it  is  that  Bos- 
ton is  not  at  all  short  of  an 
extensive     tax     base.

Mr.  O'Connor:  She  could 
make  a  recommendation  as 
to  what  she  would  like,  but 
at  least  we  should  know 
from  what  she  is  choosing. 
That  is  the  point  Mr.  Eisen- 
stadt  makes,  and  he  makes 
it  very  soundly  and  well. 

Chairman:  He  has  a  right 
to  ask  Miss  Reynolds  to  sub- 
mit these  names  to  us  for 
our  decision,  but  we  always 
have  a  right  to  let  her  rec- 
ommend to  us  whom  she 
thinks  are  best.  In  that 
case  she  recommends  those 
whom  she  thinks  are  best. 
Mr.  Eisenstadt  says  he 
would  rather  have  her  sub- 
mit the  full  list  to  us. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  With  her 
recommendations. 

Business  Manager:  Mr. 
Chairman,  the  only  question 
that  need  be  settled,  I  think, 
if  I  follow  the  trend,  is  that 
the  recommendations  would 
be  made  but  who  is  to  inter- 
view? These  people  must 
come  to  someone.  Do  they 
come  to  the  members? 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  Let  them 
go  to  the  person  who  is  mak- 
ing the  recommendations. 
Business  Manager:  Fine. 
Mr.  Eisenstadt:  We  cer- 
tainly are  not  going  to  inter- 
view these  individuals,  but 
we  are  going  to  give  weight 
to  the  recommendation  on 
the  basis  of  interviews,  but 
we  want  to  have  these 
names. 

Secretary:  Mr.  Eisenstadt, 
normally  I  believe  that  these 
two  persons  probably  went 
over  to  Dr.  Cummings.  They 
have  worked  temporarily  in 
her  office  and  she  is 
probably  tickled  to  death  to 
got  them. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  I  am  sure 
she  is. 

Secretary:  Where  we  had 
them    and    we    knew    they 


were  satisfactory  and  effi- 
cient, I  haven't  any  question 
about  them. 

Chairman:  This  particu- 
lar case  seems  to  sidestep 
the  difficulty  that  Mr.  Eis- 
enstadt foresees.  In  this 
case  there  are  no  alterna- 
tives except  perhaps  one 
person  whose  mark  is  very 
far  below. 

Secretary:  Of  the  two 
there,  one  is  95%  and  one  is 
93%,  and  all  the  others  on 
the  list — five — go  below  be- 
low that — down  as  low  as 
79%. 

So  I  think  we  are  doing 
pretty  well  to  get  them. 
There  are  seven  on  the 
Civil  Service  list. 

Business  Manager;  Two 
showed  up. 

Secretary :  Two  showed  up 
out  of  seven.  Another  thing 
is  that  you  cannot  get 
stenographers.  Miss  Cum- 
mings' office  is  shot  to 
pieces.  She  has  to  have 
stenographers.  The  exami- 
ners come  in  and  dictate  all 
day  to  a  stenographer.  You 
have  to  have  someone  who 
can  take  dictation.  If  you 
don't  take  these  two  who 
got  95%  and  93%,  you 
might  as  well  give  up. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  That  is  a 
decision  that  the  School 
Committee  undoubtedly 
would  have  arrived  at.  How- 
ever, instead  of  getting  that 
information  now  we  should 
have  gotten  this  information 
before  this  order  was  pre- 
sented. That  is  my  point. 
It's  not  picayune.  It's  a  very 
significant  one  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned. 

Secretary:  Mr.  Eisenstadt, 
this  is  the  first  time  we  have 
ever  heard  anything  about 
doing  it  the  way  you  suggest. 
We'd  be  very  glad  to  do  it 
that  way  in  the  future.  We 
would  also  be  glad  to  get 
these  two  appointees.  They 
have  been  interviewed  by 
Dr.  Cummings,  and  un- 
doubtedly with  a  93  per  cent 
and  a  95  per  cent  she  is  glad 
to  take  them. 

Mrs.  Hicks:  I  want  to  ask 
Dr.  Gillis :  If  we  are  going  to 
peruse  the  list  and  make 
choices  from  it,  then  how 
would  you  skip  over  a  name? 
I  mean  is  there  a  reason  for 
not  appointing  a  person  in 
order?  It's  just  a  personal 
preference? 
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Superintendent:  The  se- 
lection from  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice list  would  be  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  School 
Committee.  If  you  have  one 
appointment  and  send  up 
for  three  names  you  may 
take  either  No.  1,  2,  or  3. 
No  question. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  You  give 
a  reason  for  appointing  the 
third. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  I  don't 
think  so. 

Superintendent:  No 
reason  necessary. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt;  Previous- 
ly you  used  to  have  to  give 
reasons  for  having  skipped 
over  two.  In  other  words, 
it  was  a  negative  situation 
at  one  time,  and  now  it's  a 
positive  situation.  We  have 
to  substantiate  our  positive 
preference. 

Secretary:  May  I  read 
the  back  of  this  civil  serv- 
ice blank? 

"In  each  instance  when 
the  appointing  authority  ap- 
points or  promotes,  as  the 
case  may  be,  any  person 
other  than  the  person  whose 
name  appears  highest  on  a 
list  certified  to  him  or  it  by 
the  Director  for  a  position, 
the  appointing  authority 
shall  forthwith  deliver  to  the 
Director  a  written  statement 
of  his  or  its  reason  for  so 
appointing  or  promoting  the 
person  so  appointed  or  pro- 
moted, and  no  appointment 
or  promotion  of  any  person 
other  than  the  person  whose 
name  appears  highest  on 
such  list  shall  become  effec- 
tive until  such  statement 
has  been  received  by  the  Di- 
rector. Every  such  state- 
ment shall  be  filed  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  division  and  shall 
be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion." 

Chairman;  If  the  Commit- 
tee has  the  power  to  ap- 
point, what  power  does  the 
committee  want  to  exercise 
now?  Do  they  want  to  ap- 
point these  two  from  the  top 
of  the  list,  they  being  the 
only  candidates  who  have 
applied  for  the  positions,  or 
do  they  want  to  leave  the 
positions  vacant? 
case,  Mr.  Chairman,  it  seems 
clear  that  an  emergency  sit- 
uation prevails  in  this  de- 
partment. I  would  be  willing 


as  one  member  of  five  to 
go  along  with  these  two  in- 
dividuals now. 

However,  let  me  make  my- 
self clear.  In  the  future,  and 
I  am  sure  it's  the  desire  of 
the  remaining  members  of 
the  committee,  I  want  to  re- 
ceive a  civil  service  list,  the 
full  civil  service  list,  as  it's 
sent  to  Miss  Reynolds,  pe- 
ruse it,  and  then  make  a  de- 
cision for  which  we  may  be 
perhaps  one  day  answerable. 
I  certainly  want  to  be  in  a 
position  to  answer. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  I  don't 
think  that  we  necessarily 
want  to  change  the  policy  of 
having  the  person  concerned 
interview  them  and  make 
the  recommendations  like 
the  Schoolhouse  Custodian 
does.

Secretary:  You  do  or  do 
not  wish  to  make  it?

Superintendent:  12  junior 
building  custodians.  The 
original  request  was  well 
over  20. 

Mr.  Reardon:  26. 

Superintendent:  And  the 
compromise  was  made  at  12 
to  fill  vacancies. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  When  a 
list  is  l-equested  from  the 
Civil  Service  Commission 
for  the  appointment  of  12 
men,  as  in  this  case,  hasn't 
it  been  the  precedent  in  the 
past  to  receive  a  list  with 
more  than  12  names? 

It  seems  to  me  that  our 
power  of  appointment  of 
Civil  Service  employees  is 
being  restricted  to  the  point 
where  indeed  that  power 
doesn't  seem  to  exist  any 
more  if  we  are  confronted 
with  12  names  from  which 
12  appointments  are  to  be 
made. 

From  what  I  understand 
in  this  particular  case  we 
are  asked  to  approve  a  move 
that  already  has  been  made, 
and  I  know  full  well  that  it's 
the  power  of  the  School 
Committee  to  appoint  Civil 
Service  employees;  and  if 
we  don't  exercise  that 
power,  that  power  is  aca- 
demic only  and  not  real. 

Superintendent:  You  have 
the  power,  Mr.  Eisenstadt. 
A  school  committee  asked 
for  the  list  and  the  list  came 
down  to  Mr.  Reardon. 

Mr.  Reardon:  The  certifi- 
cation is  ordered  by  the 
School  Committee  through 
the  Secretary.  She  sends  up 
a  requisition  asking  for 
these  names  on  order  of  the 
School  Committee. 

Now  this  list  comes  down 
from  Civil  Service,  and  they 
send  you  a  number  of  names. 
If  you  ask  for  names  to  fill 
one  vacancy  you  will  get 
three  names.  If  you  ask  for 
two  you  will  get  five. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  How  many 
names  did  you  receive? 

Mr.  Reardon:  18. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  And  yet 
we  have  12  appointments  to 
fill. 


Mr.  Reardon:  It  says: 
"Below  is  a  list  of  eligibles 
in  order  of  standing  who 
have  been  notified  to  call 
and  interview  you." 

Now  Agnes  E.  Reynolds  is 
on  there  as  Secretary.  Those 
men  are  supposed  to  come 
and  interview  her.  She 
doesn't  know  them,  and  of 
course  it's  my  department 
and  I  interview  them. 

Secretary:  I  refer  all 
those  people  to  Mr.  Reardon. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  And  we 
exercise  final  decision  up- 
on your  recommendation, 
which  is  indeed  a  weighty 
one.  Nevertheless,  however, 
it's  a  recommendation. 

Mr.  Reardon:  That's  right. 
That  is  the  process  that  has 
gone  on  for  40  or  50  years. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  That  would 
mean  nothing.  Do  you  wish 
to  go  over  some  of  these 
names,  Mr.  Eisenstadt?  That 
is  within  your  province  if 
you   wish. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  I'd  like  to 
have  the  full  Civil  Service 
list  along  with  the  other 
members  and  have  an  op- 
portunity in  conjunction  with 
your  recommendations  to  go 
over  those  names. 

Mr.  Reardon:  Pardon  me, 
Mr.   Eisenstadt? 

Mr.  O'Connor:  Do  you 
care  to  hold  it  up?  I  am 
willing  to  go  along. 

Superintendent:  All  we 
have  to  do  is  hold  this.  It 
is  entirely  in  the  province  of 
the  School  Committee. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  If  you  wish 
it. 

Mr.  Reardon:  These  men 
started  tt  work  last  Wednes- 
day and  they  would  be  de- 
nied their  pay  this  week. 
This  is  the  procedure  we 
have  always  followed. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  Always 
doesn't  necessarily  mean  it 
should  be. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  As  I  un- 
derstand it,  these  men  have 
been  appointed  by  an  unduly 
constituted  individual  in 
this  area  of  appointment. 

Now  I  regard  individuals 
like  yourself  who  do  a  fine 
job  as  being  officers  of  the 
School  Committee  with  a 
power  of  recommendation  to 
this  Board,  and  the  final 
repository  of  power  is  placed 
in  us  as  representatives  of 
the  people. 
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We  have  to  answer  to  the 
people  on  these  things.  You 
people  answer  to  us.  For 
this  reason  I'd  like  to  have 
this  matter  held  over. 

Mr.  Reardon:  I  will  be 
happy  to  have  the  School 
Committee  handle  this 
whole  thing.  I  think  they 
soon  would  get  sick  of  it. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  I  am  sure 
of  that,  but  we  can't  escape 
our  responsibility,  Mr.  Rear- 
don. This  is  our  responsi- 
bility, and  having  run  for 
this  office  I  indicated  quite 
clearly  that  I  was  ready  to 
assume  that.  That  is  how  I 
feel. 

Mr.  Reardon:  I  also  want 
to  state  that  I  do  not  skip 
over  any  names.  I  take  them 
in  order,  and  anything  that 
you  do  skip  over — any  name 
you  do  pass  over — you  have 
to  notify  Civil  Service  of 
your  reasons  for  passing 
them  over. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  That's 
right. 

Mr.  Reardon:  I  don't  pass 
them  over  unless  there  is  a 
very  good  reason. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  I  am  sure 
of  that. 

Mrs.  Hicks:  I  would  like 
to  know:  These  men  who 
have  been  appointed:  just 
what  is  the  effect  on  our 
taking  this  recommendation 
at  this  time  —  what  effect 
would  it  have  on  these  men 
who  are  already  working? 
It  might  be  a  precedent  you 
could  set  up.  Would  you  do 
any  injustice  here? 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  I  am  sure 
that  all  12  of  these  men  will 
be  ultimately  appointed  by 
the  School  Committee.  Per- 
haps there  may  be  one  or 
two  cases  where  these  indi- 
viduals for  one  reason  or 
another  known  to  us  will 
not    be  appointed. 

However,  if  that  is  the 
case,  then  I  don't  think  they 
are  being  unduly  discrimi- 
nated against.  If  there  is  a 
valid  reason  for  their  not  re- 
ceiving the  appointments, 
then  I  don't  think  they 
deserve  any  moneys  earned 
anyway.  It's  unfortunate, 
but  the  procedure  hasn't 
been  followed  that  I  think 
the  law  requires  here; 
whether  it's  precedent  or 
not,  as  Mr.  O'Connor  said, 
it's  perhaps  a  faulty 
precedent. 


Mr.  O'Connor:  I  would 
say,  Mr.  Eisenstadt,  it's  time 
to  change  it.  It's  within  the 
province,  as  I  see  it,  of  the 
School  Committee.  It's  a 
question  of  policy,  and  it's 
within  the  province  of  the 
School  Committee  to  select 
from  those  18  names  any 
12,  and  I  think  we  should 
have  it. 

Even  though  it  may  end 
up  that  you  will  pick  those 
12,  it  still  is  a  policy  and 
then  Mr.  Reardon  could  tell 
them  to  go  to  work.  I  think 
that  should  be  the  policy 
followed. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  There  is 
no  difference  between  Mr. 
Reardon  and  myself.  I  re- 
spected his  opinion  in  the 
past. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  This  is  an 
objective  policy,  as  I  see  it. 
I  don't  think  I  know  one  on 
the  list. 

Mr.  Eisenstadt:  His  rec- 
ommendation, as  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  would  be  a 
most  weighty  one  because 
these  matters  are  within  his 
skill,  and  certainly  I  am  a 
novice  at  this  business  but 
nevertheless  I  am  aware  of 
the  power  that  we  do  have, 
however  little  it  may  be, 
and  I  think  that  the  more 
of  it  that  is  whittled  away 
and  usurped,  the  more  of  a 
rubber  stamp  the  committee 
becomes  and  the  more  of  an 
academic  body  rather  than 
anything  else  it  becomes. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  I  will  make 
a  motion  that  we  hold  this 
up  until  Mr.  Eisenstadt  or 
any  other  member  of  the 
School  Committee  wishes  to 
look  over  the  list  before 
they  give  it  their  approval, 
and  I  would  bring  it  back 
at  the  next  meeting  and 
have  no   objection. 

Chairman:  On  that  motion 
of  Mr.  O'Connor's,  I  would 
like  to  ask  a  couple  of 
questions  of  Mr.  Reardon. 

Mr.  Reardon,  if  these  men 
were  all  duly  ratified  and 
appointed  would  that  fill  up 
your  ranks  as  far  as  you 
think  they  should  be? 

Mr.  Reardon:  No,  I  still 
have  probably  14  or  15  more 
vacancies. 

Chairman:  At  the  present 
time  you  have  difficulty  get- 
ting men  to  clean  the 
schools? 
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Mi*.  Reardon:  Yes. 

Chairman:  And  open  the 
schools? 

Mr.  Reardon:  That  is  the 
reason  we  have  to  fill  these 
jobs.  Of  course,  selection 
must  be  made  of  these  high- 
est men,  and  it  must  be  acted 
upon  within  two  weeks  from 
the  date  that  they  give  you, 
January  5th  if  that  is  the 
date,  or  it  is  void  unless  we 
ask  for  an  extension.  So  we 
have  a  short  time  in  which 
to  work. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  Couldn't 
we  anticipate  our  problems 
earlier  or  our  vacancies 
earlier  and  then  you 
wouldn't  have  a  short  time 
to  work  in? 

Mr.  Reardon:  I  have  been 
asking  for  them,  Mr.  O'Con- 
nor, all  year  long. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  The  fact 
that  the  Committee  was 
negligent  in  not  doing  the 
job  that  they  should — 

Mr.  Reardon:  I  can't  get 
them.  The  Committee  at  the 
last  meeting  finally  did  al- 
low Miss  Reynolds  to  send 
up  a  requisition  for  12  men. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  I  think, 
Mr.  Reardon,  you  will  find 
that  this  Committee  is  will- 
ing to  be  very  cooperative. 
It  isn't  anything  personal 
with  you  or  the  men  as  I 
see  Mr.  Eisenstadt's  point. 

It  is  just  a  question  of 
policy,  and  that  should  be 
carried  out.  If  you  get  your 
requests  in  early  enough  I 
think  this  committee  will  be 
most  cooperative  to  go 
ahead  but  I  think  at  least 
each  member  should  get  a 
copy  of  the  Civil  Service 
list,  look  it  over,  see  if 
there  is  anybody  objection- 
able there,  and  then  give 
them  the  privilege  if  they 
wish  to  pick  any  12  of  the 
18. 

Then  it  goes  to  you,  and 
you  tell  the  men  to  go  to 
work.  I  think  that  ought  to 
be  the  policy. 

Mr.  Reardon:  This  comes 
through  Miss  Reynolds.  She 
is  the  Secretary  of  the 
School  Committee. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  It  should 
be  sent  to  the  Committee, 
one  copy  each,  and  they 
could  either  check  or  let 
her  know  what  to  do  and 
she  could  let  you  have  it. 


Mr.  Reardon:  I  am  willing 
to  follow  that. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  It's  a  pol- 
icy. 

Chairman:  I  want  to 
clarify  a  little  bit  where  we 
stand:  Suppose  the  commit- 
tee postponed  action  for  one 
full  month  and  then  sup- 
pose they  voted  to  approve 
all  those  names  you  submit- 
ted?

I  know  you  will  agree  that 
I  am  taking  the  right  step 
for  the  benefit  of  your  chil- 
dren. I  went  to  a  public 
school  in  South  Boston  and 
I  have  been  identified  with 
public  school  "eachers  and 
superintendents  for  a  period 
of  many  years.  I  unhesitat- 
ingly say  that  I  have  always 
admired  the  public  school 
teachers  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  the  entire  system 
of  public  school  education. 
In  my  opinion  Boston  has 
one  of  the  best  public  school 
systems  in  the  country. 

You  can  be  assured  that 
the  children  who  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  go  to  Mon- 
signor Patterson  School  will 
be  well  trained  and  that  we 
ourselves  will  make  every 
possible  effort  to  perfect  the 
religious  training  of  all  these 
and  other  children  who  can- 
not attend  parochial  schools.

She  has  a  fine  record  in 
her  school  work,  having  at- 
tended the  Jefferson  School, 
Girls'  High  School,  Chev- 
erus  Commercial  High 
School  and  our  own  Rox- 
bury  Evening  Commercial 
High  School. 

Her  hobbies  are  travel 
and  amateur  gardening  with 
the  accent  on  the  travel,  for 
she  has  traveled  abroad  all 
over  the  Continent  of 
Europe  and  the  British  Isles 
and  California,  Bermuda, 
and  Florida. 

She  has  been  a  prominent

our  Agnes  Reynolds.

Chairman:  I  would  like  to 
say,  gentlemen,  that  we  have 
our  stars  in  baseball  and  we 
have  our  stars  in  the  movie 
world,  and  I  don't  know 
why  we  can't  have  our  stars 
in  the  administrative  world; 
and  if  we  can,  certainly  Ag- 
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nes  Reynolds  has  been  such 
a  star  and  has  lately  taken 
on  some  of  the  silvery  sheen 
of  a  heavenly  body. 

I  think  it  is  always  sort 
of  momentous  when  a  per- 
son puts  in  others'  hands 
the  work  they  have  been 
doing  for  50  years;  but,  as 
I  had  the  opportunity  of 
working  with  Miss  Reynolds, 
the  speed  with  which  she 
worked  was  actually  a 
charming  thing.  I  never 
thought  one  could  be 
charmed  by  mere  speed  and 
graciousness  and  quietness 
and  ease  and  facility  of  do- 
ing what  to  me  are  tiresome 
and  painful  and  drudgery- 
like parts  of  the  School 
System. 

I  am  particularly  glad 
that  Miss  Reynolds  —  who 
I  guess,  has  barely  missed 
any  time  in  fifty  years — 
when  she  might  well  have 
taken  her  vacation  due  her 
starting  a  month  ago — is 
finishing  up  right  till  the 
bell  strikes  which  will  deny 
her  any  further  gracious 
salary  from  the  City.  In 
fact,  she  is  with  us  tonight 
on  May  31st,  and  I  hope  she 
stays  here  as  long  as  we  do, 
which  often  meets  the  mid- 
night hour.

Among  other  things,  I  served 
on  a  School  Committee  of 
which  Mr.  Lee's  father,  Jo- 
seph Lee,  was  a  member, 
and  he  was  just  as  nice  a 
gentleman  as  is  Mr.  Joseph 
Lee  presently  here.

MEMO      RE      VOTE      ON 

ADDITIONAL    SUPER- 
VISOR OF  ATTENDANCE 

Mr.  O'Connor:  I  would 
like  to  offer  a  few  explana- 
tory remarks  before  I  vote 
on  this  appointment.  In 
January  we  took  the  advice 
of  our  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents and  sent  down  to 
the  Mayor  a  budget  for  1962 
of  $40,507,943.  The  Mayor 
returned  it  to  us  on  March 
23,  giving  the  details  of 
his  recommended  reduc- 
tions in  our  General  School 
Purposes  Budget  to  a  total 
of  $1,449,800.  In  our  earnest 
attempt  to  cooperate  with 
the  Mayor  in  what  he 
termed  "Holding  the  Line" 
we  eliminated  expansion 
items  to  a  total  of  almost 
"two  mOlion  dollars." 

We  sent  it  to  the  Mayor 
a  second  time.  We  were  in- 
vited to  his  office  on  May 
8,  when  he  passed  us  a 
bulletin  of  his  additional  re- 
ductions to  the  amount  of 
$304,449,  including  a  state- 
ment on  page  3  "that  $106,- 
083  be  in  salary  hikes  for 
teachers."  We  re-examined 
the  budget  and  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  we  could  re- 
duce no  more-  We  were 
$225,000  short  of  meeting 
his  figure.  A  letter  was  sent 
requesting  this  additional 
amount.  The  Mayor  sent 
our  budget  to  the  City 
Council  with  the  $225,000 
stricken  out. 

We  then  went  to  work  in 
another  attempt  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  Mayor  in 
keeping  costs  down  and 
eliminate  the  $225,000,  so 
that  our  budget  now  is  in 
balance.  It  was  down  with- 
out taking  one  dollar  away 
from  the  Teachers'  Salary 
Schedule  that  was  estab- 
lished on  April  1. 

After  this  long,  tiresome, 
tedious  and  unpleasant  job 
of  cutting  over  two  and  a 
half  millions  of  dollars  from 
our  budget  in  an  attempt  to 
cooperate  with  the  taxpay- 
ers and  our  Mayor,  I  can- 
not now  bring  myself  to  of- 
fend them  by  voting  for  an 
expansion  item  of  one  addi- 
tional attendance  super- 
visor, raising  our  number 
from  36  to  37,  because  of 
the  following  three  good 
reasons. 
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1.  The  latest  word  from 
Mr.  Barry,  the  Chief  At- 
tendance Supervisor,  stated 
that  he  had  no  vacancy  and 
did  not  need  any  more- 

2.  The  Mayor's  com- 
mand on  page  9  of  his 
"Cut  Recommendations"  of 
March  23  and  I  quote 
"Supervisors  of  Attendance, 
Reduce  the  allowance  for 
salaries  by  $4,000." 

3.  We  have  already  elim- 
inated practically  every  ex- 
pansion item  that  might 
help  in  the  instruction  of 
our  children.

LATIN  SCHOOL

By  September 
1963  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents shall  Liave  devised 
a  rating  procedure  for  fu- 
ture appointments  to  this 
position. 

3.  The  program  of  study 
in  Latin  shall  remain  in

Mr.  Lee  read  into  the 
record  excerpts  from  the  de- 
cision of  Chief  Justice  Rugg 
in  Leonard  vs.  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Spring- 
field, 241  Mass.  325  (1922), 
as  follows: 

"The  policy  of  the  Com- 
monwealth from  early  times 
has  been  to  establish  a  board 
elected  directly  by  the 
people  separate  from  the 
other  governing  boards  of 
the  several  municipalities 
and  to  place  the  control  of 
the  public  schools  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  that  body  un- 
hampered as  to  details  of 
administration  and  not  sub- 
ject to  review  by  any  other 
board  or  tribunal  as  to  acts 
performed  in  good  faith. 

"The  School  Committee 
is  an  independent  body,  en- 
trusted by  law  with  broad 
powers,  important  duties 
and  large  discretion.  The 
obligation  to  select  and  to 
contract  with  teachers  im- 
plies examination  as  to 
their  fitness  and  of  necessity 
carries  with  it  the  authority 
to  fix  the  compensation  to 
be  paid.  It  would  be  vain 
to  impose  upon  the  school 
committee  responsibility  for 
excellence  of  the  instruc- 
tion to  be  afforded  pupils 
and  to  deprive  them  of  the 
power  to  determine  the 
salaries  of  teachers.  There 
is  much  of  self-sacrifice  and 
devotion  to  the  common  wel- 
fare among  teachers  in  the 
public  schools.  But,  never- 
theless,   the    character    of 


service  to  be  obtained  de- 
pends to  a  considerable  de- 
gree upon  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  offered.  The  full 
and  appropriate  discharge 
of  their  duties  by  schol  com- 
mittees requires  ample 
power  to  select  competent 
teachers.  The  Legislature 
moved  by  obvious  and  strong 
reasons,  has  vested  the 
school  committee  with  the 
absolute  and  unconditional 
powers  to  agree  with  teach- 
ers upon  their  salaries  to 
the  end  that  high  standards 
may  be  secured  and  main- 
tained in  the  education  of 
the  youth  of  the  Comon- 
wealth.  In  the  exercise  of 
their  honest  judgment  on 
the  question  of  salaries  for 
teachers,  the  school  com- 
mittees are  not  restricted 
to  the  amounts  appropriated. 
For  the  time  during  which 
schools  must  be  kept  by  law 
the  municipalities  must  pay 
such  salaries  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  schol  commit- 
tee. To  take  this  power 
irom  the  school  committee 
would  break  up  the  long 
established  system  of  our 
law  in  regard  to  the  pub- 
lic schools. 

"This  body  of  statutory 
and  common  law  regarding  a 
matter  of  universal  interest 
and  profound  importance 
(the  public  schools)  to  the 
public  weal  was  established 
and  widely  known  before 
the  budget  law  came  into 
existence.  The  budget  law 
must  be  construed  and  ap- 
plied in  the  light  of  this  his- 
tory and  with  reference  to 
this  background  of  school 
law." 

The  Court  then  said  that 
the  budget  law  "cannot  be 
construed  as  reaching  out- 
side its  proper  territory 
over  into  the  well  recognized 
field  of  public  school  educa- 
tion equally  established  and 
retained  as  a  separate  statu- 
tory domain,  and  obliterat- 
ing the  functions  of  the 
school  committee  in  import- 
ant particulars."

SUPREME  COURT  BACKS 
PARAMOUNT  POWER  OF 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Mr.  Lee  read  into  the 
record  excerpts  from  the  de- 
cision of  Chief  Justice  Rugg 
in  Leonard  vs.  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Spring- 
field, 241  Mass.  325  (1922), 
as  follows: 

"The  policy  of  the  Com- 
monwealth from  early  times 
has  been  to  establish  a 
board  elected  directly  by 
the  people  separate  from  the 
other  governing  boards  of 
the  several  municipalities 
and  to  place  the  control  of 
tne  public  schools  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  that  body 
unhampered  as  to  details  of 
administration  and  not  sub- 
ject to  review  by  any  other 
board  or  tribunal  as  to  acts 
performed, in  good  faith. 

"The  School  Committee 
is  an  independent  body,  en- 
trusted by  law  with  broad 
powers,  important  duties 
and  large  discretion.  The 
obligation  to  select  and  to 
contract  with  teachers  im- 
plies examination  as  to 
their  fitness  and  of  necessity 
carries  with  it  the  authority 
to  fix  the  compensation  to 
be  paid.  It  would  be  vain 
to  impose  upon  the  school 
committee  responsiblity  for 
excellence    of    the    instruc- 


tion to  be  afforded  pupils 
and  to  deprive  them  of  the 
power  to  determine  the 
salaries  of  teachers.  There 
is  much  of  self  sacrifice  and 
devotion  to  the  common 
welfare  among  teachers  in 
the  public  schools.  But, 
nevertheless,  the  character 
of  service  to  be  obtained  de- 
pends to  a  considerable  de- 
gree upon  the  compensation 
to  be  offered.  The  full  and 
appropriate  discharge  of 
their  duties  by  school  com- 
mittees requires  ample 
power  to  select  competent 
teachers.  The  Legislature 
moved  by  obvious  and 
strong  reasons,  has  vested 
the  school  committee  with 
the  absolute  and  uncondi- 
tional powers  to  agree  with 
teachers  upon  their  salaries 
to  the  end  that  high  stand- 
ards may  be  secured  and 
maintained  in  the  education 
of  the  youth  of  the  Common- 
wealth. In  the  exercise  of 
their  honest  judgment  on 
the  question  of  salaries  for 
teachers,  the  school  com- 
mittees are  not  restricted 
to  the  amounts  appropri- 
ated. For  the  time  during 
which  schools  must  be  kept 
by  law  the  municipalities 
must  pay  such  salaries  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  school 
committee.  To  take  this 
power  from  the  school  com- 
mittee would  break  up  the 
long  established  system  of 
our  law  in  regard  to  the 
public    schools. 

"This  body  of  statutory 
and  common  law  regarding 
a  matter  of  universal  in- 
terest and  profound  im- 
portance (the  public 
schools)  to  the  public  weal 
was  established  and  widely 
known  before  the  budget 
law  came  into  existence. 
The  budget  law  must  be 
construed  and  applied  in 
the  light  of  this  history 
and  with  reference  to  this 
background  of  school  law." 

The  Court  then  said  that 
the  budget  law  "cannot  be 
construed  as  reaching  out- 
side its  proper  territory  over 
into  the  well  recognized 
field  of  public  school  educa- 
tion equally  established  and 
retained  as  a  separate  statu- 
tory domain,  and  obliterat- 
ing the  functions  of  the 
school  committee  in  import- 
ant particulars,"

4.  Recruitment. 

A  shortage  of  teachers 
existed  at  the  high  school 
level.  We  were  not  getting 
the  best  of  the  college  grad- 
uates, even  our  own  Bos- 
ton residents.  We  required 
a  Master's  degree  to  teach 
in  our  high  schools.  No  oth- 
er School  Department  in 
metropolitan  Boston  has 
this  requirement.  This  made 
it  impossible  for  the  college 
graduates  with  Bachelor's 
degrees  to  teach  in,  our  high 
schools;  they  had  to  look 
elsewhere  for  employment. 
The  majority  of  them  were 
lost  to  us,  because  when 
they  were  settled  in  a 
neighboring  city  or  town  re- 
ceiving a  salary  comparable 
to  ours  they  had  no  desire 
to  change.  We  had  lost  this 
excellent  group  of  teachers. 

The  School  Committee 
eliminated  the  Master's  de- 
gree requirement  so  that  for 
the  first  time  a  college 
graduate  with  only  a  Bache- 
lor's degree,  may  take  our 
permanent  teachers'  exam- 
ination on  December  26th. 
This  new  ruling  has  al- 
ready resulted  in  greatly  in- 
creasing the  number  of 
candidates  taking  our  ex- 
aminations this  December 
Last  year  the  number  was 
slightly  over  500;  this  year. 
I  understand  the  figure  now 
is  1475. 

A  second  phase,  we  have 
had  as  part  of  our  examina- 
tion a  requirement  that  a 
candidate  would  have  to 
give  a  classroom  teaching 
demonstration.  Our  exam- 
iners, paid  $11,000  per  year, 
went  out  to  visit  all  these 
candidates.  These  visits 
took  so  much  time  that  the 
School  Committee  did  not 
get  the  Hst  of  those  who 
had  passed  until  the  end  of 
May.  This  was  too  late. 
Most  school  systems  appoint 
their  teachers  in  March  or 
April.  All  the  good  teachers 
had  been  appointed  else- 
where when  we  got  around 
to  offer  them  a  job. 

We  have  eliminated  this 
teaching  demonstration  and 
have  substituted  the  recom- 
mendations   of   their   train- 


ing teachers  and  principals 
in  addition  to  a  personal  in- 
terview. 

Mr.  Bond,  our  Personnel 
Assistant  Superintendent, 
has  assured  us  that  under 
this  new  program  the  list 
will  be  ready  in  mid-Febru- 
ary. 

5.  Salary  Schedule. 
This   year   every   teacher 

on  maximum  pay  received 
a  raise  of  $480.  Every  teach- 
er who  was  not  on  maxi- 
mum received  a  raise  of 
$240.  Many  teachers  whose 
morale  was  low  because 
they  had  an  inequity  in 
their  entrance  salary  were 
placed  on  the  salary  step 
they  were  entitled  to.  There 
were  approximately  80 
teachers  in  this  category. 

6.  The  Boston  Latin 
School  Problem. 

The  Latin  School  Alumni 
Asscociation,  the  Home  and 
School  Association  and  the 
faculty  believed  that  the 
time  had  come  to  restore 
the  Latin  School  to  its  for- 
mer prestige.  They  had  very 
specific  recommendati  o  n  s 
as  to  what  should  be  done. 


2.  Limit  the  enrollment 
to  capacity  of  the 
building— 2,000  pupils. 

3.  Maintain  the  complete 
Latin  Language  Pro- 
gram. 

4.  Retain  Military  Sci- 
ence. 

5.  Appoint  a  second  Head

These  recommendations 
have  all  been  put  into  effect 
except  for  the  appointment 
of  the  additional  head  of  the 
Latin  department. 

7.  Additional  Guidance 
Counselors  for  the  High 
Schools. 

Ten  were  provided  for  in 
the  original  budget  but  due 
to  the  Mayor's  insistence 
and  demand,  they  were 
eliminated.  All  recognize 
the  need.  Effective  use  of 
these  people  would  more 
than  pay  for  the  cost  in  the 
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saving  of  hundreds  of  pupils 
who  now  drop  out  of  school 
because  of  mal-adjusted 
programs  of  study. 

An  attempt  -./as  made  to 
restore  these  positions  to 
the  budget  in  December 
when  unexpended  balances 
provided  the  necessary 
funds.  Some  unknown  study 
of  the  problem  was  offered 
by  the  Superintendent  as  an 
excuse  for  postponing  ac- 
tion. We  are  awaiting  the 
report. 

8.  A  More  Adequate  Sick 
Leave  Program  For  Our 
Teachers. 

This  program  was  pre- 
sented at  the  meetings  of 
the  School  Committee  on 
December  bin  and  Decem- 
ber 17th.  The  details  are  re- 
corded in  the  minutes; 
hence  there  is  no  need  to 
repeat  them  here.  It  was  a 
problem  of  social  justice  and 
was  long  over  due.  All 
other  city  employees  have 
been  enjoying  the  same 
benefits  since  1957.  This 
created  discrimination 
against  the  teachers.  It  will 
bo  put  into  effect  as  of 
January  1,  1963.  This  fringe 
benefit  will  go  a  long  way 
towards  improving  our 
teachers'  morale. 

9.  Proper  Evaluation  of 
the  work  of  our  Administra- 
tive personnel. 

This  committee  on  many 
occasions  has  tried  to  get 
correct  and  definite  infor- 
mation as  to  the  various 
duties  performed  but  has 
met  with  little  success.  A 
self-evaluation  was  tried 
early  in  February  in  an  at- 
tempt to  fix  the  salaries  in 
proportion  to  the  adminis- 
trative responsibilities.  The 
sheets  passed  in  were  far 
from  satisfactory.  In  most 
cases  the  work  being  done 
was  to  varying  degrees 
clerical  in  nature.  The  re- 
sult was  that  the  salaries 
were  fixed  by  past  experi- 
ence rather  than  the  im- 
portance of  the  work.  A  re- 
cent attempt  was  made  to 
solve  the  problem  for  the 
salary  schedule  of  1963  but 
again  the  old  status  quo 
arose. 

A  report  came  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  in 
reference  to  the  Assistant 
Principals  when  it  was  ad- 


vanced that  the  bulk  of 
their  present  work  was 
clerical  in  nature  and  that 
there  were  approximately 
56  excess. 

The  administration  again 
stated  there  were  no  excess 
teachers  and  that  all  were 
needed.  The  vacancies  were 
filled  by  new  appointments 
rather  than  by  transfers. 

Additional  insistence  by 
the  committee  resulted  in  a 
new  report  by  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  in  which  it 
was  advanced  that  there 
were  at  least  17  excess  as- 
sistant principals  and  that 
vacancies  in  the  future 
would  be  filled  by  transfei 
until  these  vacancies  were 
taken  care  of. 

The  committee  is  anxious 
to  have  assistant  principals 
teach  half  of  each  day  and 
devote  the  released  time  in 
doing  real  administrative 
work,  such  as  supervision  of 
the  teaching,  handling  of 
problem  students,  assisting 
newly-appointed  teachers  in 
their  work,  helping  teachers 
with  backward  students, 
conducting  more  conference 
work  with  parents.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  relieve  them 
of  all  the  clerical  work  they 
now  do  such  as  making  out 
requisitions,  monthly  at- 
tendance reports,  Z-blanks 
for  diplomas,  charge  of 
monies  collected  from 
pupils,  etc.  This  can  be  done 
by  appointing  a  full-time 
secretary  to  each  school  dis- 
trict to  perform  this  work. 
This  study  is  now  in  process. 

10.  A  New  School  Build- 
ing Program. 

This  has  been  finalized 
with  the  recent  publishing 
of  the  Sargent  Report.  The 
Committee  in  the  near  fu- 
ture will  meet  to  go  over 
the  Report  in  a  formal  man- 
ner. Many  informal  confer- 
ences and  discussions  have 
already  been  held. 
Conclusions 

These  Ten  Major  Items  of 
Accomplishment  this  year 
clearly  indicate  progress. 
They  were  all  originated 
by  the  Committee.  They 
show  an  insight  into  some 
of  the  major  problems  of 
the  Boston   Public   Schools. 

They  indicate  a  willing- 
ness  to   accept   the   obliga- 
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tions  that  go  with  member- 
ship on  the  Boston  School 
Committee. 

We  have  not  been  just  an 
approving  committee  to 
those  items  presented  to  us 
but  have  shown  a  willing- 
ness to  seek  solutions  to  our 
school  problems  on  our  own 
initiative. 

This  committee  is  well 
aware  of  its  responsibilities 
and  the  purposes  for  which 
the  voters  sent  us  to  15 
Beacon  St. 

We  have  kept  our  expen- 
ditures within  the  very  aus- 
tere budget  that  the  Mayor 
had  set  for  us  and  we  still 
have  a  few  dollars  left.  In 
this  day  of  high  costs  and 
ever  increasing  educational 
needs,  I  must  say  that  this 
is  a  very  remarkable  ac- 
complishment. This  short 
report  is  an  attempt  to  in- 
form the  public  what  it  is 
receiving  from  their  un- 
paid School  Committee.  Too 
often  many  things  are  taken 
for  granted  and  unfortu- 
nately, at  times,  in  a  most 
unappreciative  manner. 
Many  good  things  are  done, 
but  let  one  mishap  occur 
and  all  the  good  is  forgot- 
ten. 

I  am  very  pleased  at  the 
opportunity  to  have  served 
with  this  Committee  and 
take  pride  in  sharing  its  ac- 
complishments with  them. 
I  am  looking  forward  to  an- 
other fruitful  and  pleasant 
year. 

Sup  erintendent:  Mr. 
Chairman,  may  I  elaborate 
on  Mr.  O'Connor's  number 
1475.  These  figures  have 
come  in  since  the  meeting 
started.  These  are  for  ini- 
tial entry  into  the  School 
Department  and  we  do  not 
include  those  who  are  tak- 
ing promotional  examina- 
tions. On  Wednesday  eighty- 
nine  presented  themselves  to 
take  the  Trade  and  Shop 
Inst  r  u  c  t  o  r's  examination. 
Today  636  elementary 
teachers  are  taking  the  ex- 
aminations. Tomorrow  there 
will  be  300  junior  high 
school  candidates  to  take 
the    examinations    and    on 


Monday  we  expect  450  can- 
didates to  fill  the  high 
school  vacancies  for  a  total 
of  1475,  which  is  extraordi- 
nary.

Mr.  O'Connor:  That  is 
why,  Dr.  Gillis,  I  think  we 
should  be  proud  of  the  work 
of  this  Committee  and  I 
would  like  the  public  to 
know  that  we  have  been 
trying  to  do  a  good  job  and 
we  have  done  a  good  job. 

Superintendent:  Since  you 
refer  to  me,  1  assure  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  anybody  who 
knows  the  Committee  is 
singing  its  praises  con- 
stantly. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  am  grateful 
for  Mr.  O'Connor's  report 
in  almost  all  the  particu- 
lars. I  am  sure  he  is  mind- 
ful that  I  did  not  think  the 
salary  increase  was  desir- 
able for  any  but  high  school 
teachers,  and  I  voted  salary 
increases  for  them. 

But  you  certainly  have 
ticked  off  some  very  sub- 
stantial products  of  hard 
work  by  a  hard-working 
Committee. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  Under  your 
regime  as  Chairman,  Mr. 
Lee. 

Mrs.  Hicks:  We  could  also 
add  to  that  list  that  we  pro- 
vided transportation  to  the 
sub-special  classes. 

Mr.  O'Connor:  There  are 
many  more  things  we  could 
say  but  I  thought  I  would 
pick  perhaps  the  ten  high- 
lights and  at  least  have 
those  known. 

I  would  appreciate  if  we 
could  have  that  put  into  the 
Minutes  of  our  public  meet- 
ing, so  it  would  be  a  record 
of  things  that  we  accom- 
plished because  many  of  the 
teachers  who  read  that  will 
be  aware  that  we  do  not 
concern  ourselves,  basically, 
with  just  a  salary  schedule 
— that  there  are  all  these 
other  things  for  their  well- 
being  that  we  do  concern 
ourselves  with.
